There is no confirmation, but 
Richfield is reported to have ap- 
proached the various Canadian 
and U.S. government agencies 
which must clear the -way for 
atomic experiments in northern 
Alberta. 


There also is a possibility that 
the matter will be aired before 
‘| public hearings of the Alberta oil 
and natural gas conservation 
board—especially if there’s a 
risk of atomic blasts damaging 
adjacent property. Richfield is 
reported to have vast reserves 
of land in the oil sands area, 
some 300 miles northeast of Ed- 
monton. 


EDMONTON—Watch .for a 
major announcement before too 
long concerning Alberta’s fabu- 
lous Athabasea oil sands. 


Word leaked out last week— 
prematurely—that Richfield Oil 
Corporation, a large American 
concern, is studying the possibili- 
ty of using nuclear energy to un- 
lock the riches. of the bitmunin- 
ous sands. 


The news report caught offi- 
cials of Richfield off guard 
They’re not yet ready to talk 
about their plans, but they ad- 
mitted that the corporation is “in- 
vestigating the possibility” of 
using atomic power to recover 
oil. 


The idea of ustng atomic energy 
There’s nothing official yet, 


to extract oil from the bitum- 
inous sands is not particularly 
new. The Alberta Research 
Council has mentioned it as a 
long-range possibility, and Rich- 
field has been studying it for 
some time. 


What makes it important is 
that someone is apparently 
ready to go ahead and try it. 


The oil sands haven’t been in 


be long before actual tests are in 
progress. 


It’s understood that the process 
Richfield is investigating involv- 
es nuclear explosions: According 
to provincial mines and minerals 
department officials, the meth- 
od.calls for the ‘setting off of 
atomic explosions far under- 
ground. 


Don’t be surprised if there’s 
talk about pilot plant operations 
to test some of the extraction 
processes within the near fu- 
ture, 

The oil sands, lying along the 
Athabasta liver in the area 
around McMurray, contain the 
world’s largest known. reserve of 
crude oil. Geologists estimate the 
sticky sands contain as much as 
300 million barrels of oil. A pop- 
ular misconception is that no one 
knows how to extract the oil 
from the sand. Actually, there 
are a ‘humber of successful pro- 
cesses, but the problem is to do 
it economically enough to make 
it compete with crude produced 
from conventional wells. 

At present, oil is a drug on the 
market. But some day, the oil in 
the sands will be needed, and 
when that happens it won’t take 
the. major companies long to 
start producing. Any company 
ready with .an economical pro- 
cess for extraction will have a 
head start on the others.
